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General  Information 

COPIAH  AND  LINCOLN  COUNTIES 

This  school  is  proud  of  the  fact  that  it  is  supported  by  two  of  the  finest  counties 
in  Mississippi.  The  rural  schools  of  these  two  counties  will  compare  favorably  with  any 
in  the  state,  each  county  having  one  or  more  outstanding  consolidated  schools.  It  is  to 
cooperate  with  these  consolidated  schools  that  Copiah-Lincoln  counts  her  privilege  and 
duty.  To  the  students  of  these  schools  who  do  not  bave  four  years'  credit  she  offers 
High  School  work.  To  the  poor  boys  and  girls  who  have  finished  the  high  school  course, 
Copiah-Lincoln  offers  two  years  of  college  education. 

THE  CHURCHES— MORAL  INFLUENCE 

The  town  of  Wesson  lias  three  churches,  with  three  of  the  best  pastors  obtainable. 
The  students  are  requested  to  attend  the  Sunday  School  and  Church  of  their  choice  each 
Sunday.  It  lias  often  been  said  that  the  town  of  Wesson  has  as  good  moral  influence 
as  any  town  in  the  state.  We  are  proud  of  the  fact  that  the  city  officials  try  to  maintain 
;i    high    moral    standard   for   our   school   community. 

STANDING 

Copiah-Lincoln,  as  a  Junior  College,  is  now  three  years  old.  We  are  proud  of 
the  fact  that  while  among  the  youngest  in  the  state,  Copiah-Lincoln  has  one  of  the 
largest  enrollments  of  any  public  .Junior  College  in  Mississippi.  The  college  enrollment 
for  1930-31   has  exceeded  215. 

The  Junior  College  Accrediting  Commission  of  Mississippi  has  given  final  ap- 
proval of  the  two  years'  college  work  being  done  at  Copiah-Lincoln.  Were  it  not  for 
the  "five  year  old"  requirement  of  the  Southern  Association  of  Secondary  Schools 
and  Colleges,  the  officials  of  this  college  have  good  reason  to  believe  Copiah-Lincoln 
would  be  admitted  to  membership  in  that  body.  Formal  application  will  be  filed  at  the 
December,  1931  meeting. 

BUILDINGS  AND  EQUIPMENT 

The  physical  equipment  of  Copiah-Lincoln  is  now  most  modern  and  very  adequate. 
The  buildings  are  well  kept,  and  the  grounds  are  being  beautified  gradually.  Much 
work  has  been  done  on  the  campus,  many  shrubs  set,  walks  built,  and  other  things  to 
improve  the  landscape. 

The  Administration  Building  has  seventeen  well-equipped  classrooms;  two  of- 
fices ;  very  modern  and  well-equipped  Chemistry  and  Biology  laboratories — second  to 
none  in  the  State,  where  new  equipment  is  being  added  each  year;  a  large  study  hall; 
and  a  library  that  we  believe  is  one  of  tin-  best  selected  obtainable,  and  which  much 
more  than   meets  all  Junior  College  requirements. 

There  is  an  Arts  Building,  in  which  the  Home  Economics,  Piano,  Expression, 
Voice,  and  Orchestra  departments  are  provided  for.  There  are  special  studios  and  prac- 
tice rooms  on  second  floor  for  the  fine  arts  department.  The  first  floor  is  given  to 
Home  Economics  and  has  a  large  cooking  laboratory,  clothing  laboratory,  and  a  model 
home  for  practical  Home  Management  courses. 

The  Gymnasium,  dining  hall  and  kitchen  are  in  an  especially  designed  building 
to  meet  every  need.  It  is  a  unique  plan  in  having  both  under  one  roof,  yet  each  has 
only  outside  entrances.  The  Gymnasium  has  a  regulation  size  basketball  court  and 
dressing   rooms.      Physical   education    equipment  will  be  added  later. 
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FARM 
(And  Practical  Work)     -.. 

Each  boy  is  required  to  work  one  day  a  month  on  the  school  farm.  Likewise, 
all  girls  are  required  to  do  practical  work  in  the  dining  hall.  With  this  practical  work, 
and  additional  advice  given  by  the  instructor,  the  students  are  offered  an  opportunity 
to  make  a  careful  study  of  winter  crops,  rotation  of  crops,  proper  fertilization  of  soil, 
the  value  of  legumes  as  soil  builders,  composition  of  soils;  in  addition,  a  close  obser- 
vation is  made  ofi  truck  crops,  such  as  cabbage,  tomatoes,  peas,  beans,  etc.;  the  proper 
care  of  orchards  is  studied;  practical  work  is  offered  in  land  terracing;  a  modern  dairy 
is  operated  and  students  are  guided  in  the  study  of  same. 

FACULTY 

The  faculty  of  Copiah-Lincoln  is  made  up  of  twenty-two  teachers  and  adminis- 
trative officers.  Every  teacher  is  selected  with  utmost  care.  Practically  every  teacher 
has  attended  Summer  School  during  the  last  two  years,  and  a  large  per  cent  go  every 
summer.  The  teachers  are  personally  interested  in  the  boys  and  girls  with  whom  they 
deal. 

DISCIPLINE 

This  school  will  continue  to  have  high  standards  in  discipline.  If  a  student  is 
unwilling  to  be  controlled,  then  this  school  does  not  need  him..  Strong  efforts  will  be 
made  to  teach  obedience,  punctuality,  manhood  and  womanhood.  Inspections  will  be 
prompt  and  rigid.  Privileges  will  be  withheld  from  all  students  who  are  failing  in 
their  work.  The  supervision  of  the  girls  will  be  under  the  direction  of  Miss  Lula 
Stevens.  Such  regulations  will  be  made  to  assure  proper  protection  of  the  girls.  Com- 
municate with  Miss  Stevens  in  regard  to  any  further  information  concerning  discipline 
of  the  girls. 

PERMITS 

Authority  will  be  secured  from  parent  or  guardian  for  students  to  leave  the 
campus.  In  most  cases  this  will  be  granted,  provided  the  record  of  the  student  is  good 
and  provided  further  that  our  system,  o+"  regularity  will  not  be  broken.  Unless  the 
parent  grants  this  permit  the  student  will   remain  on  the  campus.     (See  Home  Going.) 

PHYSICAL  EDUCATION  AND  ATHLETICS 

A  very  extensive  program  will  be  again  launched  in  the  major  sports.  For  the 
last  two  years  our  football  team  has  won  every  one  of  their  games,  and  this  year  was 
credited  as  the  best  team  Copiah-Lincoln  has  ever  turned  out.  The  boys'  basketball, 
track,   and   baseball  teams  were   also    good. 

In  girls'  basketball,  Copiah-Lincoln  was  again  successful.  For  the  third  consecu- 
tive year  the  Junior  College  Championship  was  won.  In  addition  to  the  Mississippi 
Championship,  the  Copiah-Lincoln  girls  placed  in  the  Southern  Tournament  over  IS 
strong  teams  representing  most  of  the  Southern  states.  The  Co-Lin  girls  were  defeated 
in  the  semi-finals  by  the  strong  "Dallas  Cyclones,"  National   Champions. 

The  spacious  gymnasium  is  used  until  late  at  night  during  most  of  the  year, 
with  physical  education,  tennis,  volley  ball,  and  other  activities.  Girls  and  boys  are 
given  regular  physical  exercises  each  afternoon.  We  try  to  have  every  student  take  a 
reasonable  amount  of  exercise  each  day. 
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CARE -OF  PROPERTY 

This  school  expects  the  student  to  take  good  care  of  the  property  and  the  abuse 
of  same  will  not  be  tolerated.  It  .is  criminal  for  students  to  abuse  public  property  as  is 
permitted  in  some  schools  today.  We  take  pride  in  saying'  that  our  new  buildings  have 
not  been   abused   and   still    look   as   good  as  new. 

VISITING  HOME 

Boarding  students  will  be  encouraged  to  make  one  week-end  visit  home  at  the 
dose  of  each  scholastic  month,  provided  their  work  and  conduct  are  up  to  standard, 
but  the  usual  amount  of  preparation  for  Monday's  lesson  must  be  made.  No  student 
will  be  excused  before  3:30  Friday  afternoon,  and  he  must  return  before  Monday 
morning.  Students  will  not  be  allowed  to  make  other  than  home  visits  from  our 
school.  If  students  go  home  for  week-end  visits  at  other  than  appointed  times,  they 
will  lose  the  privilege  of  going  at  the  appointed  time.  No  excuses  will  be  accepted  for 
students  not  returning  on  time.  All  work  missed  must  be  made  up.  Exception  will  be 
made  in  case  of  serious  illness  which  will  probably   require  a  physician's  certificate. 

Students  who  return  by  rail  are  expected  to  reach  Wesson  on  trains  No.  23  and 
No.  26  Sunday  night.  Those  who  return  by  automobiles  are  expected  to  reach  the 
school  not  Later  than  Sunday  afternoon.    Special  arrangements     must     be     made     before 

students   check   out   if   any   exception  is   to  be   made  to  this. 

Requests  for  boys  to  visit  home  must  be  mailed  directly  to  Mr.  W.  B.  Horton. 
Bequests  for  girls  to  visit  home  must  be  mailed  directly  to  Miss  Lula  Stevens.  We  have 
found  by  experience  that  only  very  few  students  can  make  frequent  visits  borne  and 
maintain   a   satisfactory  record. 

Students  are  not  allowed  to  invite  and  entertain  visitors  in  their  rooms  unless  it 
is  approved  by  the  teacher  in  charge.  All  visitors  are  under  the  same  regulations  as 
students. 

UNIFORM  REGULATIONS 

For  the  sake  of  economy  in  dress  and  for  other  good  reasons,  our  dormitory  girls 
are  required  to  wear  uniforms  on  public  occasions.  Girls  are  required  to  wear  some 
simple  white  dress  of  wash  silk,  linen  or  madras  for  church  and  all  public  programs  in 
the  fall  and  spring  seasons.  Only  black  ties  and  belts  may  be  used.  For  winter 
months,  dresses  of  navy  blue  woolen  material  without  colored  trimmings  are  required. 
Black  hats  of  small  shape  have  been  adopted  for  use  for  all  seasons.  These  hats  may 
be  purchased  before  leaving  home.     No  colors  will  be  used  for  trimming. 

For  every-day  wear,  girls  may  use  such    clothing    as    would    be    suitable    for    the 

Local  scl I  at  home.     Medium  to  low-heel  shoes    are    suggested     for     every-day     wear. 

Other  wearing  apparel  will  be  Left  to  the  individual,  provided  extravagance  in  cost  is 
avoided  and   the  common  laws  of  health  observed. 

All  local  students  who  take  part  in  school  activities  are  required  to  meet  the 
dress  regulation  for  the  occasion. 

THE  11)80-1931  SESSION 

The  1930-15)31   session,  the  third  in  the  history  of  Copiah-Lincoln  Junior  College, 

has  1 n  most  successful.  Due  to  the  general  depression  it  was  expected  that  the  en- 
rollment of  college  students  would  drop  from  what  it  was  the  previous  year.  However, 
it  seems  that  the  people  of  these  counties,  as  well  as  many  others  over  the  state,  have 
realized  in  Copiah-Lincoln  Junior  College  a  connecting  link  between  high  school  and 
senior  college,  and  between  high  school  and  life.  Without  appearing  boastful  the  ad- 
ministration  would   like  to   present  some   of  the  evidence  of  success. 
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First,  the  very  large  enrollment  proves  that  the  people  have  confidence  in  Copiah- 
Lincoln.      It  shall  be   our  firm   desire   to   increase  this  confidence. 

Second,  there  has  already  been  a  very  Large  number  of  inquiries  concerning 
next  session. 

Third,  in  the  Mississippi  Junior  College  Athletic  and  Literary  Associations,  Co- 
piah-Lincoln has  been  most  successful.  First  place  in  this  association  was  won  in  foot- 
ball, girls'  basketball,  boys'  volley  ball,  and  track,  in  addition  to  several  second  places 
in  other  athletics;  in  platform  events  first  place  was  won  in  Little  Theatre,  Debate 
(also  second  in  debate),  Declamation,  Girls'  Original  Oratorical,  Violin,  Piano  Duet, 
Male  Vocal  Solo,  Female  Quartette,  and  Male  Quartette;  and  in  the  literary  examina- 
tions between  the  junior  colleges,  Copiah-Lincoln  won  it  first  places,  8  seconds,  and  11 
third  places,  scoring  10  points  higher  than  the  next   nearest  junior  college. 

Fourth,  in  an  inspection  made  by  an  executive  of  the  Southern  Association,  Co- 
piah-Lincoln received  many  compliments  which  are  very  highly  valued.  We  expect  to 
meet  all  conditions  for  admission  to  the  Southern  Association  as  soon  as  we  are  old 
enough.      (5  years   are  required.) 

Fifth,  many  of  our  college  students  have  enrolled  in  various  senior  colleges  and 
they  have  carried  their  work  there  in  a   very  creditable  manner.

There  will  be  no  refund  of  fees  on  withdrawal  of  student.  The  board  is  given  at 
a  very  low  cost  and  no  refund  on  same  will  be  made  for  one  week  or  less.  Unavoidable 
absences  for  a  longer  time  than   one  week   will  be  satisfactorily  adjusted. 

TUITION 

An  extra  fee  of  $5.00  a  month  will  be  charged  to  students  living  outside  Copiah 
and  Lincoln  Counties. 

All   bills  are  due  on  the  first  day   of   the  school   month.

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FURNISHINGS  FOR  ROOM 

Students  will  furnish  their  rooms  with  such  bedclothing  as  is  needed,  as  follows: 
Four  sheets,  one  pillow,  two  pillow  eases,  blankets,  towels,  and  dresser  scarfs.  A  bed- 
spread is  recommended.  The  rooms  are  furnished  with  single-width  beds,  mattresses, 
dresser,  table  and  chairs.  Each  room  lias  double  windows,  each  measuring'  two  yards 
long  and  one  yard  wide. 

REGISTRATION 

The  order  of  registration  and  classification  will  be  as  follows:  First,  sign  "Regis- 
tration Book,"  second,  fill  out  information  or  registration  card;  third,  pay  board  and 
fees,  and  get  room  key  in  office;  fourth,  go  to  library  to  make  and  have  a  schedule 
approved. 

All    students   must  register   and  pay  fees   in   the   regular   way. 

ABSENCES 

Students  entering  late  may  expect  to  have  their  credit  cut  proportionately.  The 
number  of  absences  allowed,  to  still  receive  full  credit  on  a  course,  must  not  exceed  15 
per  cent,  except  with  the  special  permission  of  the  Dean  and  a  faculty  committee.  3 
points  will  be  deducted  from  daily  grades  for  each  class  missed.  Exceptions  are  made 
for  prolonged  sickness  and  in  emergency  cases.  After  such  absences,  the  student  should 
see  the  Dean  immediately  upon  return  to  the  college.  A  very  high  correlation  has 
been  found  between  absences  and  low  grades. 

GRADE  REGULATIONS 

A  semester  average  of  C  minus  is  required  for  credit.  This  grade  is  an  average 
of  the  monthly  grades  and  the  examination   grade. 

Students  making  F  in  their  daily  grades  in  any  course  must  repeat  the  course. 
Students  making  F  on  the  examinations  must  take  another  examination  provided  their 
daily  grade  average  is  D  plus.  Students  absent  from,  examinations  for  any  cause  are 
regarded  as  conditional.  Conditional  students  will  have  one  opportunity  for  re-exam- 
ination. Students  conditioned  at  the  end  of  the  second  semester  shall  have  an  oppor- 
tunity for  re-examination  during  the  first  six  weeks  of  the  following  semester.  En- 
trance examinations  will  be  held  at  the  appointed  time.  Students  not  removing  condi- 
tions according  to  the  foregoing  regulations  are  regarded  as  having  failed  and  must 
repeat   the   work. 

Any  grade  in  A  is  excellent;  B  plus,  B,  above  the  average;  B  minus  and  C  plus, 
average;  C  and  C  minus,  passing;  D,  conditional;  F,  failure. 

SPECIAL  EXAMINATION 

To  remove  a  "condition"  or  take  any  special  examination  the  student  must  have 
special  permission  from  the  Dean.  The  examination  will  then  be  given  by  the  teacher 
and  grade  reported  in  the  regular  manner. 

CHANGE  OF  SCHEDULE 

1.  All  changes  in  schedule  must  be   made  with  special  permission  from  the  Dean. 

2.  After  the  first  week  of  any  semester  schedules  are  considered  permanent. 

3.  A  fee  of  fifty  cents  must  lie  paid  for  each  change  in  schedule  after  the  first 
week,   as   stated    above.

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Only  the  eleventh  and  twelfth  grades  are  offered  in  high  school.  Pupils  desiring 
to  enter  Copiah-Lincoln  High  School  should  have  at  least  seven  regular  units,  includ- 
ing two  units  in  English ;  one  in  Algebra,  and  one  in  History.  Students  coming  from 
non-affiliated  schools,  properly  recommended,  will  be  allowed  to  enter  and  take  special 
entrance  examinations. 

ADMISSION  TO  COLLEGE 

Students  are  admitted  to  Copiah-Lincoln  Junior  College  upon  the  completion  of 
15  standard  units,  accepted  by  the  State  Accrediting  Commission.  Entrance  units  must 
include :  3  in  English,  2  in  Mathematics,  2  in  History,  and  8  others  meeting  require- 
ments as  outlined  by  the  State  Department  of  Education. 

The  students  certificate  of  units  must  be  sent  directly  to  the  college  (Registrar) 
by  the  high  school  authorities:  Principals  should  never  send  a  certificate  of  units  by 
students.  Proper  credits  must  be  on  file  before  permanent  classification  can  be  given ; 
therefore  students  who  expect  to  enter  Copiah-Lincoln  should  have  their  credits  sent  as 
early  as  possible  on  the  blank  supplied  by  the  State  Department  of  Education. 

Students  of  sufficient  maturity,  who  do  not  have  proper  high  school  credits, 
may  be  admitted  as  special  students.  Such  students  must  remove  all  entrance  deficien- 
cies before  becoming  candidates  for  gradimtion. 

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  GRADUATION 

Candidates  for  graduation  must  complete  64  semester  hours  (including  4  hours 
physical  education),  with  one  quality  point  for  each  semester  hour  of  literary  work 
counted  toward  graduation.  One  year  of  this  work  must  be  done  at  Copiah-Lincoln 
Junior  College. 

All  students  must  have  :  12  hours  English  ;  6  hours  History ;  Physical  Education ; 
and  not  less  than  6  hours  of  Science  is  highly  recommended.  Eleetives  to  be  subject  to 
the  approval  of  the  Dean,  to  complete  the  total  hours  required.  For  the  session  1931- 
1932  all  students  will  be  required  to  take  Hygiene  and  Geography. 

For  graduation  from  college  the  quality  of  work  done  must  average  C  plus.  The 
quality  of  work  will  be  measured  by  quality  points.  Quality  points  are  acquired  as 
follows :  For  each  semester  hour  completed  with  a  grade  of  A,  three  quality  points  are 
given ;  for  each  semester  hour  completed  with  a  grade  of  B,  two  quality  points  are  . 
given ;  for  each  semester  hour  completed  with  a  grade  of  C  plus,  one  quality  point  is 
given ;  for  grades  of  C  and  C  minus  no  quality  points  are  given.  Thus  a  3  hour  course 
completed  with  a  grade  of  A  gives  9  quality  points ;  a  3  hour  course  completed  with  a 
grade  of  C  plus  carries  with  it  3  quality  points.  Quality  points  are  not  awarded  for 
courses  number  below  100. 

HONORS 

Students  who  acquire  an  average  of  2.4  quality  points  for  each  semester  hour 
are  graduated  WITH  HONORS ;  those  who  have  an  average  of  2.7  quality  points  for 
each  semester  hour  are  graduated  with  SPECIAL  HONORS;  and  those  who  make  3 
quality  points  with  every  semester  hour  are  graduated  with  HIGHEST  HONORS. 

CHOOSING  A  COURSE 

AVe  realize  that  our  offerings  are  very  limited.  Each  year  we  expect  to  add 
additional  courses,  keeping  in  mind  the  terminal  function  of  the  Junior  College.  How- 
ever, we  have  information  from  the  senior  colleges  of  this  state,  as  well  as  a  few  others, 
that  will  enable  us  to  give  advice  to  prospective  students  of  any  of  these  colleges  con- 
cerning prerequisites.     It  is  very  important  that  a  student  be  in  position  to  advise  us 
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as  to  his  future  plans  before  classification.  The  advisor  during  registration  will  then 
be  enabled  to  intelligently  suggest  courses,  whether  terminal  or  degree  prerequisites. 
Students  who  plan  to  continue  their  education  after  junior  college  should  select  courses 
that  will  fit  in  with  the  requirements  of  the  institution  they  expect  to  attend. 

We  are  trying  some  experiments  in  classification,  and  reserve  the  right  to  assign 

students  to  any  particular  section  of  a  subject  at  our  own  volition.

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Description  of  Courses 
ENGLISH 

MISS  SAMPLE 
MISS   GARDNER 
Special    English — (No   Credit) 

The  purpose  of  this  course  is  primarily  to  assist  the  student  in  the  mastery  of 
correctness  in  fundamentals  of  simple  English  usage.  Exercises  are  given  to  provide 
means  of  discovering  the  points  of  grammar  on  which  the  pupil  needs  drill,  and  of 
testing  his  mastery  of  them  after  his  classroom  instruction.  The  most  common  English 
errors,  both  oral  and  written,  and  expressions  which  cause  the  greatest  difficulties,  are 
eombatted  in  these  exercises.  Spelling  and  punctuation  are  also  emphasized.  No  text 
book  is  required  for  the  course.  Assignments  and  dismissals  will  be  based  on  the 
Special  Test. 

All  members  of  the  faculty  give  special  attention  to  the  everyday,  oral  English 
of  Copiah-Lincoln  students.  An  effort  is  made  to  aid  students  in  creating  an  English 
consciousness  and  in  breaking  habits  of  incorrect  usage  of  words.  Acumulative  score 
is  kept  on  Spoken  English,  which  may  be  used  in  determining  the  final  English  grade 
of  any  student. 

English    101 — Composition. 

Written  themes,  class  exercises,  readings,  and  conferences.  Emphasis  on  sentence 
— form,  punctuation,  diction,  grammar,  and  other  details  of  correct  writing.  Attention 
is  given  to  oral  English.  Collateral  reading  from  the  field  of  the  short  story,  the 
essay,  and  biography.  Each  student  is  requested  to  subscribe  to  one  current  literary 
magazine. 

Textbooks:  Slater's  Freshman  Rhetoric;  Greever  and  Jones'  Century  Collegiate 
Handbook;   Hersey   and   Greenough's   Specimens  of  Prose  Composition. 

English   102 — Composition. 

A  continuation  of  English  101,  with  special  emphasis  on  the  paragraph  and  the 
organization  of  the  whole  discourse,  the  four  forms  of  which  will  receive  careful  atten- 
tion. Students  are  required  to  meet  a  certain  standard  as  determined  by  the  Special 
Test  before  credit  will  be  given  for  this  course. 

English    201 — English    Literature.  I     [1 

A  general  survey  of  English  Literature  from  the  beginning  to  the  present  day. 
Political,  social,  and  literary  conditions  of  each  period  are  studied  as  a  background 
for  the  writers  and  representative  selections  from  their  works.  Special  attention  is 
given  to  the  development  of  the  drama,  and  to  Shakespearean  drama.  Lectures,  class 
exercises,  special  reports,  parallel  reading,  memory  work,  and  term  papers.  The  Special 
Test  standard  must  be  met  for  credit  in  this  course. 

Textbook:    Cross  and  Goode's  Readings  in  the  Literature  of  England. 

English    202 — English    Literature 

A  continuation  of  English  201.  Emphasis  placed  on  the  poetry  of  the  Romantic 
period.  Special  attention  is  given  to  the  development  of  literary  criticism,  the  essay, 
and  to  the  Victorian  novel. 
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SOCIAL  SCIENCE 

MR.  HORTON 
MISS  SHAMBURGER 
History   101 — A   Political   and   Social    History  of   Modern  Europe,  by  Hays. 

The  time  covered  in  this  course  is  1500  to  1815.  The  following'  topics  are  con- 
sidered: Countries  of  Europe  at  beginning  of  sixteenth  century;  Commercial  Revolu- 
tion; European  politics  in  the  sixteenth  century;  the  Protestant  Revolt  and  the  Catholic 
Reformation  ;  Culture  of  Sixteenth  Century  ;  growth  of  absolutism  in  Prance;  triumph 
of  Parliamentary  Government  in  England  ;  World  Conflict  of  Prance  and  Great  Britain  ; 
Revolution  within  the  British  Empire;  Germany  in  the  Eighteenth  Century;  the  rise  of 
Russia ;  European  Society  in  Eighteenth  Century ;  the  French  Revolution ;  Era  of 
Napoleon. 

History  102 — Modern  and  Contemporary   European    History,  by   Schapiro.    (Revised.) 

This  course  covers  briefly  the  time  from   18].")  through  the  World   War,  or  from 

the  Congress  of  Vienna  through  the  Congress    of   Versailles.      It  describes    briefly    the 

evolution  of  European  civilization  during  the  nineteenth  century.  It  includes  the  inter- 
national relations  which  brought  about  the    World  War. 

History  201    and   202 — Text:    Short   History   of  the    United    States,    by    Bassell. 

This  course  will  be  a  brief  treatment  of  the.  colonial  period  followed  by  a  more 
extensive  treatment  of  American  history  from  1750  to  the  present  time.  Causes  and 
conditions  leading  to  Revolution  carefully  considered  ;  the  forming  of  an  effective  gov- 
ernment ;  the  period  of  Confederation;  the  adoption  of  the  Constitution.  The  early  years 
of  the  government  will  be  treated  briefly.  A  brief  statement  of  the  Civil  War.  The 
period  since  the  Civil  War  will  be  studied  more  carefully,  especially  the  last  three 
decades. 

Political  Science  211 — The  Government  of  the   United  States,  by   Munro. 

This  course  will  give  a  general  survey  of  the  principles  and  practices  of  Ameri- 
can Government  as  exemplified  in  the  United  States.  National,  State,  City,  County 
and  Township  government  will  be  studied.  Particular  attention  will  be  given  to  the 
affairs  and  conditions  in  Mississippi  and  our  own  part  of  the  state. 

Economics  212 — Principles  of   Economics,   by    Bye. 

This  course  will  set  forth  the  economic  principles  most  generally  accepted,  in 
a  simple  and  thorough  method. 

Sociology   205. 

A  presentation  of  some  of  the  most  important  social  phenomena  to  assist  the 
students  in  acquiring  a  working  theory  of  the  nature  of  society.  Foundations  of  social 
life;  social  population,  forces,  processes,  products;  a  study  of  significant  present-day 
social  conditions  and  problems.  Especially  recommended  for  those  students  who  expect 
to  teach  immediately  after  graduating  from  junior  college. 

Three  hours  per  week.     Three  semester  hours  credit. 
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MATHEMATICS 

MISS  FEEDER 

Algebra    101    College    Algebra — Buchanan    &    Emmons. 

A  brief  review  of  high  school  algebra  will  be  given  to  strengthen  the  knowledge 
of  the  fundamental  principles,  then  a  detailed  stndy  of  quadratics,  probability,  deter- 
minants, and  various  types  of  equations  so  as  to  lay  a  good  foundation  for  further 
study  of  mathematics. 

Trigonometry    102,    Plane    Trigonometry    and    Tables. 

This  course  gives  a  practical  working  knowledge  of  the  trigonometric  functions 
with  underlying  theory.  The  aim  here  is  to  make  this  course  as  practical  as  possible, 
especially  in  the  use  of  the  logarithmic  tables. 

Analytical    Geometry,  201    and    202.      Analytic    Geometry   Revised,  by   Wilson  and   Tracey. 

This  course  gives  the  student  preparation  for  Calculus  and  other  courses  of  higher 
mathematics  in  that  the  equations  for  the  various  curves  are  thoroughly  analyzed  and 
discussed.  The  course  is  recommended  for  only  those  students  who  expect  to  major  or 
minor  in  mathematics  or  who  need  it  for  the  course  of  study  they  intend  to  pursue. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  MODERN  LANGUAGES 

MISS  PENN 
MISS  STRAIT 

French  101,  Elementary  French.  Texts:  Elementary  French  Grammar,  by  McKenzie  and  Hamilton 
and   Malubier's  Au  Jour  De  Jour.     (Previously    Listed    111.) 

This  course  includes  the  study  of  French  sounds,  the  relation  of  French  sounds 
to  French  spelling,  the  use  of  phonetic  symbols  adopted  by  the  Association  Phonetique 
Internationale;  a  thorough  drill  in  essentials  of  grammar  with  written  and  oral  exer- 
cises; the  conjugation  of  the  regular  and  irregular  verbs;  translation  from  English  into 
idiomatic  French;  some  readings  of  easy  French  stories. 

French    102 — A   continuation  of   French    101. 

It  includes  the  correct  use  of  moods  and  tenses;  the  essentials  of  French  syntax; 
common  idiomatic  phrases ;  classroom  conversation. 

Texts:       French    Idioms   and    Phrases,   by    Cheney;    La    France   Pittoresque. 

French  201.  Intermedite  French.  Texts:  Carnahan's  Short  French  Review  Grammar  and  Hugo's 
Les    Miserables,   etc.       (Previously    Listed    as  211) 

This  course  consists  of :  a  review  of  French  grammar  and  pronunciation,  drills 
of  irregular  verbs  and  idioms,  exercises  in  reading  and  translation  of  a  number  of 
French  authors.  Opportunity  for  free  expression  in  French  is  given  through  composi- 
tions, questionnaires  and   reviews. 

French  212.  (Previously  Listed  as  212) 

A  continuation  of  French  211;  followed  by  the  intensive  study  and  extensive 
reading  of  French  authors — selections  from  Corneille,  Moliere  and  Rostand  will  be 
read. 

Spanish  101.  Elementary  Spanish.  Texts:  Elementary  Spanish  Grammar,  by  Hamilton  Van 
Home;  Knight's  Norte  Y  Sur.  Primeras  Lecturas  Espanolas;  Spanish  Idioms  and  Phrases,  by 
L.  A.   Wilkins. 

This  course  includes  a  study  of  pronunciation;  nouns,  adjectives,  pronouns;  the 
regular,  irregular  and  reflexive  verbs;  drill  on  the  essentials  of  Spanish  grammar;  oral 
practice,  simple  written  translations,  reading  of  easy  stories,  and  classroom  conversa- 
tion. 
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Spanish     102. 

A  continuation  of  Spanish  101.  The  essentials  of  Spanish  syntax,  common  idio- 
matic phrases,  readings  and  translations  of  Spanish  stories  are  added. 

Spanish   201.      Intermediate    Spanish.      Texts:    Cornahan's  Short  Spanish    Review  Grammar;    La   Bar- 
raca,   by   Vincento    Blasco    Ibanez. 

This  course  consists  of  a  rapid  review  of  grammar,  drills  on  radical-changing 
verbs,  and  idioms;  the  correct  use  of  moods  and  tenses;  advanced  composition,  followed 
by  readings  of  sections  from  Spanish  authors. 

Spanish    202. 

A  continuation  of  Spanish  201,  followed  by  the  intensive  study  and  extensive  read- 
ing of  Spanish  authors — selections  from  Don  Quixote;  La  Plor  De  ha  Vida,  by  Alvarez 
Quintero;  and  Ampero,  by  Enrique  Perez  Eserich,  will  lie  read. 

Latin    101 — College    Latin    may   be   offered    if   a   s   fficient  number  of  students  desire  to  enroll   in  thif 
course. 

EDUCATION  AND  PSYCHOLOGY 

MISS   PEPPER 
MR.    EWING 

Education    101 — Introduction    to    Education.      Text;    Frasier   and    Armentrout's    Introduction    to    Edu 
cation. 

This  course  is  a  general  introductory  course  in  Education  which  gives  a  brief 
overview  of  the  whole  field  of  Education  and  serves  as  a  background  for  later  special- 
ized courses.  Some  of  the  subjects  emphasized  are:  qualifications  necessary  for  effi- 
ciency in  teaching,  the  nature  and  needs  of  the  child,  the  teaching  process,  the  Ameri- 
can public  school,  and  Education  as  a  field  for  life  work.  A  great  deal  of  library  work 
required.     Three  hours  a  week.     Three  semester  hours. 

Education    102 — introduction    to    Education.      Text  to   be   selected. 

The  purpose  of  this  course  is  to  continue  the  work  begun  in  Course  101.  The 
subjects  emphasized  are :  functions  of  school  organization,  course  of  study,  equipment, 
management,  and  training  of  teachers.  There  is  a  great  deal  of  Library  work  required. 
Three  hours  a  week.     Three  semester  hours. 

Psychology    201 — General    Psychology.      Text:    Woodworth's    General    Psychology. 

This  course  is  an  introduction  to  the  study  of  human  behavior.  A  careful  study 
is  made  of  the  native  traits  and  tendencies.  These  are  presented  as  the  foundation  upon 
which  human  behavior  is  built  through  the  process  of  learning.  Parallel  reading  re- 
quired.    Three  hours  a  week.     Three  semester  hours. 

Psychology    202 — Educational     Psychology. 
Prerequisite:       Psychology    201. 

This  course  is  designed  to  prepare  the  prospective  teacher  for  the  application  of 
psychological  principles.  It  deals  with  the  mental  equipment  of  human  beings  and  the 
use  of  that  equipment   in   the  learning  process. 
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Education    203      Elementary    School    Methods.      Text:     Philips'    Modern    Methods    of    the    Elementary 
Curriculum. 

This  course  deals  with  the  best  methods  of  organizing  and  the  teaching  of  the 
fundamental  subjects  in  our  school  curriculum:  reading,  writing,  arithmetic,  spelling, 
geography,  etc.  Classroom  observation  and  practice  will  be  arranged.  This  course  will 
be  correlated  with  courses  in  the  Teachers'  Colleges.  Four  hours  a  week.  Three  sem- 
ester hours  credit. 

Education    204 — Text:       Education   as    a    Life    Work,    by    Jordan. 

Prerequisite:       Education    101-102.       (Students    must   also    be   taking    Psychology   202) 

This  course  is  to  give  the  prospective  teacher  an  idea  of  the  meaning  of  modern 
education  in  terms  of  the  ultimate  possibilities  of  the  profession  and  the  development 
of  their  own  abilities.  Students  will  be  familiarized  with  the  records  kept  in  the  pub- 
lic schools  of  the  state;  how  to  keep  these  and  other  records.  Also  other  problems  of 
direct  practical   value  to  prospective  young  teachers. 

HOME  ECONOMICS 

MISS  HOLM'AN 

(These  Courses  Subject  to    Revision  as  Suggested   by    the    Committees      from      Senior      and      Junior 

Colleges.) 
Foods    101. 

The  purpose  of  this  course  is  to  give  the  student  knowledge  that  will  enable  her 
to  select,  prepare  and  serve  foods  best  suited  to  the  needs  of  the  human  body.  Included 
is  a  study  of:  the  food  principles,  Carbohydrates,  Vitamins,  and  Minerals;  the  hygiene 
of  the  digestive  tract;  menus;  table  service;  the  serving  of  formal  meals  and  banquets. 

Foods    2C1. 

This  course  includes  a  study  of  the  food  principles;  protein,  fats,  and  water;  the 
nutritive  value;  costs  and  adaptability  to  conditions  in  meal-planning;  the  planning 
and  serving  of  breakfasts,  luncheons,  dinners  and  teas.  Also  a  study  of  the  kitchen 
and  dining  room,  their  furnishings,  equipment,  comfort,  beauty  and  care. 

Clothing    102. 

This  course  is  to  teach  the  student  to  select,  construct  and  care  for  appropriate 
wash  clothing  intelligently.  Intensive  study  of  materials,  equipment  and  use  of  ma- 
chines will  be  given. 

Clothing   202. 

A  study  of  family  clothing  from  the  standpoint  of  health,  economy,  and  appro- 
priateness. Some  of  the  topics  studied  are:  Materials,  color,  decoration,  construction, 
designing,  laundering,  and  child  care  and  training. 

Practice    Home,  90   a   and   b.    (For  all    girls  taking  College    Home    Economics.) 

Tlie  purpose  of  this  course  is  to  give  the  girls  an  opportunity  to  apply  their 
knowledge  of  Home  Economics  in  a   practical  way. 

Six  girls  are  selected  to  live  in  the  practice  home  for  six  weeks.  Duties  are  as 
Follows :  hostess,  cook,  assistant  cook,  dining  room  maid,  living  room  maid,  and  bed 
room  maid.  The  girls  plan,  buy,  prepare,  and  serve  their  meals,  with  a  limited  amount 
of  money.  A  study  is  made  of  the  house  and  its  care  by  actual  experience.  Those  com- 
pleting the  work  satisfactorily  will  receive  one  semester  hour  credit.  (90a  represents 
1st  year;  90b  represents  2nd  year.) 
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SCIENCE 

MR.   SMITH 

MR.   JOHNSON 
Chemistry    201-202. 
General    Inorganic  Chemistry.     Text   Used:      Smith's  College  Chemistry,  by   Kendall. 

A  course  in  general  inorganic  chemistry,  including  during  the  first  semester  a 
study  of  the  principles  and  laws  governing  chemical  actions  and  a  thorough  study  of 
the  non-metals  and  their  compounds.  The  second  semester  is  devoted  to  a  study  of 
the  metals  and  their  compounds,  while  the  latter  part  of  the  course  is  allotted  to  a 
brief  preliminary  course  in  qualitative  analysis. 

Laboratory  work  has  as  its  purpose  not  only  the  observation  of  chemical  actions 
but  also  the  development  in  the  student  of  adeptness  in  laboratory  technique.  To  this 
end  a  number  of  suitable  quantitative  experiments  are  required,  which  have  been  selected 
to  conform  as  far  as  possible  to  the  requirements  at  various  senior  colleges  throughout 
the  state. 

Students  registered  for  this  course  meet  lectures  twice  a  week  and  devote  four 
hours  a  week  to  laboratory  work.     Eight  semester  hours  credit  are  given. 

GENERAL  BIOLOGY 

MR.    SMITH 
Biology   101-102. 
Text   Used:      The   Science   of  Biology,   by   Scott.      Manual    of    General    Biology,    by    P.    W.    Claassen. 

In  this  course  an  endeavor  is  made  to  give  a  brief  but  systematic  presentation 
of  both  plant  and  animal  life.  During  the  first  semester  a  study  is  made  of  the  plant 
phyla,  treating  such  topics  as  structure  reproduction,  habitat,  economic  importance, 
and  other  general  facts.  The  second  semester  is  devoted  entirely  to  animal  life,  dealing 
with  each  phyla  as  to  its  economic  importance,  structure,  adjustments,  metabolism 
method  of  reproduction. 

Such  topics  as  the  following  are  treated  in  a  general  way :  Embryology,  Hered- 
ity, Adaptation,  Comparative  Anatomy,  and  distribution  of  animals  in  space  and  time. 

Laboratory  work  consists  in  field  trips,  study  of  simple  organisms  under  micro- 
scope, mounted  slides  under  microscope,  and  other  materials  are  examined  that  are 
discussed  in  lecture.  An  endeavor  is  made  to  develop  the  student  initiative  in  labor- 
atory techniques  and  especially  in  handling  the  microscope. 

There  are  two  lecture  periods  per  week  of  one  hour  each  and  one,  two  hour 
laboratory  period. 

A  credit  of  six  semester  hours  is  awarded.

Piano    I. 

The  fundamentals  of  music,  notation,  studies  in  rythm,  hand  and  arm  position, 
the  fundamental  types  of  technique,  the  building  of  scales  and  chords.  Ear  training. 
Suitable  studies  and  pieces. 
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Piano   II. 

All  of  the  major  and  minor  scales,  major,  minor,  diminished,  and  augmented  trials 
around  the  sharp  and  flat  circles  in  the  three  positions.  Authentic  and  plagal  caden- 
ces.    Varied  rythms.     Suitable  studies  and  pieces. 

Piano     III. 

Major  and  minor  scales  in  thirds,  sixths,  tenths.  Intervals,  chords.  Technique. 
Eurhythmies.     Ear  training.     Suitable  studies  and  pieces.     Theory. 

Piano    IV. 

Course  III  continued.     Studies  and  pieces.     History  of  Music.     Harmony. 

VOICE 

MRS.  EWING 
Voice    1. 

Elementary  technique.  Special  attention  to  relaxation,  breath  control,  flexibility, 
and  enunciation.     Simple  songs  and  vocalises.     Glee  Club. 

Voice   2. 

Technique,  relaxation,  quality,  style,  interpretation ;  Sieber  vocalises,  songs  by 
modern  and  classic  composers.     Glee  Club — piano. 

Voice    3. 

Advanced  technique,  relaxation,  English  and  French  songs — Glee  Club.  Piano, 
theory. 

Voice   4. 

Advanced  technique,  relaxation,  program  building ;  difficult  songs  in  English, 
French  and  Italian;  Glee  Club.  Harmony,  Music,  History.  This  course  will  lie  taken 
only  by  college  students. 

Requirements  for  certificate  and  diploma  outlined  by  instructor. 
Public   School    Music — 90. 

To  meet  the  growing  demand  for  grade  teachers  who  have  had  training  in  Public 
School  Music,  we  offer  a  course  which  includes  sight  singing,  notation,  rote  songs,  ear 
training,  an  acquaintance  with  school  music  texts  and  some  work  in  Dalcroze  Euryth- 
aiics.    One  hour  per  week  throughout  the  session.    Credit  one  semester  hour. 

Music — 91. 

An  additional  course  will  lie  offered  for  those  interested  in  group  singing  and 
leadership.  This  course  will  include  music  appreciation,  fundamentals  of  music,  rhy- 
thm,  part  singing,  and  special  emphasis  will  he  placed  on  the  principles  and.  practice 
in  leading  chapel  and  other  group  singing. 

One  hour  per  week  throughout  the  session.     Credit  one  semester  hour. 

COMMERCIAL 

MISS    THOMPSON 
Bookkeeping    101    and    102 — Twentieth    Century    Bookkeeping. 

Three  sets  of  books  are  worked,  after  the  student  has  completed  the  study  of 
fundamental  principles  of  bookkeeping,  incoming  and  outgoing  business  papers,  checks, 
drafts,  notes,  money,  etc.,  are  handled. 
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Bookkeeping    201    and    202 — Twentieth    Century    Bookkeeping. 

This  course  takes  up  accounting  and  additional  bookkeeping  sets  are  worked 
that  take  in  partnership,  ownership,  etc.  Business  papers,  checks,  drafts,  notes,  money, 
etc.,  are  handled.     Through  Part  IV  of  the     text  is  covered. 

Shorthand    101    and    102 — Gregg    Shorthand. 

A  detailed  study  of  the  principles  of  Gregg  Shorthand  is  given,  and  Gregg  Speed 
Studies,  Gregg  Writer  and  other  Shorthand  reading  is  studied  with  this  course.  Spe- 
cial attention  is  given  to  penmanship  in  Shorthand,  Brief  Forms,  Phrase  Writing,  Speed 
Practice,  and  drills  in  rapid  dictation.  A  speed  of  75  words  a  minute  is  required  for  the 
first  year. 

Shorthand    201    and    202 — Gregg    Shorthand. 

A  review  of  Shorthand  102,  and  an  Intensive  Course  in  Secretarial  Studies  is  given 
in  this  year.  The  reading  of  shorthand  magazines  and  other  shorthand  collateral  read- 
ing is  stressed.     Ninety  words  a  minute  is  required  to  complete  this  course. 

Typewriting    150. 

Every  student  should  become  an  efficient  typist,  and  this  is  the  object  towards 
which  we  work.  This  department  works  in  co-operation  with  all  other  departments  in 
the  work  done  for  them.  Accuracy  is  the  keynote,  and  a  speed  of  from  forty  to 
seventy  words  per  minute  is  required.  To  increase  rythm  and  evenness  of  touch,  music 
on  Victrola  is  used.     One  semester  hour  credit. 

GEOGRAPHY  AND   HYGIENE 

Hygiene — 100. 

Required    for    Graduation. 

This  course  will  be  a  strictly  practical  course  to  meet  the  needs  of  future  citizens. 
It  contemplates  the  individual  in  relation  to  his  own  body  mechanism,  its  development, 
repair,  and  upkeep. 

Home,  school  and  community  problems,  in  regard  to  water,  sewerage,  ventila- 
tion, sanitation,  and  disease  prevention.  Home,  school,  and  community  projects  will  be 
carried  on. 

Specialists  from  the  State  Department  of  Health,  the  County  Health  Depart- 
ments, and  the  State  Extension  Department  will  be  invited  to  discuss  special  problems. 
Physical  examination  will  be  given  in  co-operation  with  the  college  physician  and 
county  health  officers. 

Required  of  all  students  1931-1932.  Two  hours  a  week.  Two  semester  hours 
credit. 

Geography — 100. 
Required   for  Graduation. 

This  course  is  an  attempt  to  meet  a  need  found  among  college  students.  It  will, 
in  as  practical  a  way  as  possible  present:  The  physical  features,  geological  structure, 
and  resources  of  counties  and  state;  the  geography  of  the  county,  state,  and  nation;  a 
study  of  the  agricultural  and  industrial  development ;  an  occupational  survey  with  its 
possibilities  will  be  attempted. 

As  a  result  of  this  course  students,  future  citizens  will  become  better  acquainted 
with  their  county  and  state,  and  hence  love  and  appreciate  Mississippi  and  its  possibili- 
ties to  a  greater  extent.     Two  hours  a  week.     Two  semester  hours  credit. 
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Debating    Club — Debate   90. 

The  Debating  Club  of  Copiah-Lincoln  is  a  club  for  those  students  interested  in 
public  speaking  and  particularly  those  interested  in  debating.  This  is  not  a  social  club 
but  a  literary  one.  Meetings  are  held  each  week  and  study  is  conducted  as  in  a  regular 
class.  This  work  continues  the  entire  year  for  the  whole  club  and  is  not  just  a  few 
weeks  coaching  of  a  few  debaters  for  the  state  contest.  All  members  of  club  must  par- 
ticipate in  debates,  speech  making,  and  other  study  for  the  club.  Those  interested  in 
this  work  should  get  lined  up  with  the  debate  coach  the  first  week  of  school  for  after 
this  time  new  members  can  not  be  admitted,  due  to  the  organized  course  of  study. 

Those  meeting  requirements  will  be  given  one  semester  hour  credit. 

HOME  GOING 

At  the  end  of  each  school  month  all  students  are  permitted  to  visit  their  homes. 
Each  session  we  have  many  requests  for  children  each  week.  The  latter  plan  is  very 
detrimental  to  the  students  and  our  records  show  that  the  ones  who  go  home  each  week 
have  poorer  scholastic  standing  than  those  remaining  at  the  school. 

Regardless  of  the  facts  given  above,  many  parents  and  students  will  insist  on  a 
visit  home  each  week.  Leaving  the  school  on  Friday  deprives  the  student  of  study  hall 
privileges  on  Friday  night  and  Saturday  morning;  it  interferes  with  library  work  and 
conferences  for  delinquent  students  on  Saturday  morning,  and  it  upsets  the  plan  for 
special  room  inspection.  Therefore,  the  parents  of  all  boarding  students  will  be  required 
to  sign  the  following-  agreement  at  time  of  registration,  viz: 

"I  hereby  agree  that  1  shall  not  ask  for  my  child  until  Saturday  at  noon  each 
week,  except  in   emergencies."
